Amazingly  enough,  in  the  light 
of  rising  food  costs  and  the  avail- 
ability of  city  land  on  which  to 
plant  spinach,  lettuce,  carrots, 
herbs,  cabbages,  asparagus, 
artichokes,  and  what-you-will, 
few  people  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  garden  space  on  Arkansas 
and  22nd  Streets  where  there  are 
free  tools,  free  seeds,  free  ad- 
vice, water,  and,  not  to  men- 
tion, the  famous  Potrero  sun- 
shine. 

About  10  to  15  people  could  plant 
the  existing  garden  space  for 
their  own  use,  rotating  chores 
like  watering  and  thinning.  It 
would  take  a  little  co-operative 
effort  to  combat  the  snails,  and 
keep  the  plants  encouraged  to 
grow  in  downtown  San  Francisco, 
but  as  Barbara  Nelson,  garden 
coordinator,  points  out,  "We 
could  all  be  eating  out  of  it  by 
Spring.  " 

Last  year,  a  few  people  put 
their  energies  together  arwS 
planted  fruit  trees,  asparagus 
and  zucchini    some  of  which  is 
still  growing.    A  lot  of  the  land 
is  fertilized  from  last  year.

Oppose  the  ^^Mews^^  Thursday 

In  opposition  to  construction  of  "Victoria  Mews,  "  (a  proposed 
planned  unit  development  of  87  to  91  $35,  000  -  $55,  000  luxury  con- 
dominiums including  two  tennis  courts  and  a  swimming  pool  located 
on  the  block  bounded  by  I9th,  20th,   Wisconsin  and  Carolina  Stre-jts), 
we  residents  of  Potrero  Hill  are  deeply  concerned  that  the  "Mews" 
development  will  drastically  change  the  character  and  have  negative 
impact  upon  our  community.    This  land  represents  a  unique  community 
resource.     There  is  little  remaining  open  space  in  an  San  Francisco 
residential  area  with  an  equally  spectacular  view  of  Marin  County, 
downtown  and  the  East  Bay.    We  believe  the  "Victoria  Mews"  will 
have  the  following  adverse  effects  upon  the  Potrero  Hill  Community: 

Create  rupture  in  the  social/economic  patterns,  increase  taxes,

limited  to  toe  public    ousing  ai'ea. 
All  the  people  of  t  e  community 
are  responsible  for  this  tragedy, 
A  "sense  of  belonging"  needs  to 
be  developed  betveen  public 
housing  residents  and  the  rest 
of  the  Potrero  Hill  community. 

I  have  found  that  many  project 
housing  childre'n  are  ashamed  to 
give  their  address.    Perhaps  the 
community  could  sponsor  a  con, 
test  for  the  children  to  re  name 
the  projects. 

I  have  long  been  in  favor  of  an 
all  out  effort  to  desystematize 


public  housing.     This  neighbor 
hood  should  know  when  and  why- 
project  units  are  boarded  up.  By 
knocking  out  vails,   these  unused 
units  could  be  made  larger  and 
more  functional.    Families  vhose 
apartments  are  too  small  could 
use  this  additional  room  vithin 
which  to  grow  and  develop.  If 
properly  maintained  --  v-ith  the 
Bay  view  and  landscaping    -  muc"-- 
of  public  housing  vould  be  con  - 
sidered  choice  residences.  Units 
covild  be  occupied  by  people  of 
varied  ethnic  and  econom  c  back- 
grounds and  rent  charged  accord 
ingly.     Emergency  employment 
positions  could  employ  residents 
to  maintain  the  grounds  and 
homes. 

When  all  Potrero  Hill  residents 
become  convinced  that  they  have 
a  vested  interest  in  the  v'  ole 
community,   we  will  be  on  our 
way  toward  a  united  effort  in 
planning/determining  the  com 
munity's  future.

Not  a  Development 


Dear  Neighbor: 

As  many  of  you  know,  I  have  lived  on  Potrero  Hill  for  25  years. 
During  that  time  we  have  seen  many  changes  come  to  the  Hill,  Some 
of  us  can  remember  poppies  and  other  wild  flowers  growing  on  its 
slopes,  and  numerous  empty  lots  where  children  could  pick  blackber- 
ries in  the  summer.    A  large  housing  development  now  covers  Poppy 
Hill,  and  a  freeway  cuts  through  the  grassy  hillside  where  goats  on'-e 
grazed,     /et,  much  of  the  central  character  of  the  Hill  remains. 
There  are  still  some  beautiful  views  left  that  can  provide  nourishment 
for  us  all.     These  are  the  places  where  a  city  can  come  to  look  at  it- 
self.   We  all  know  that  people  come  from  all  over  town  to  see  the  city 
from  Potrero  HUl.     The  Hill  still  has  a  community  village  atmosphere 
where  the  new  and  the  old  can  blend  to  provide  us  with  a  rich  cultural 
heritage.    To  name  only  some  of  us  represented  on  the  Hill,  there  are 
families  of  Italian.  Black,  Russian,  Irish,  Latino  and  Middle  Eastern 
people  who  are  still  in  touch  with  their  traditional  roots  and  are  able 
to  share  their  culture  with  everyone.    Unfortunately,  it  is  all  too  easy 
for  us  to  lake  Potrero  Hill's  climate,  beautiful  views,  and  each  other 
for  granted. 

Since  the  Hill  affects  all  of  us,  it  would  probably  be  wise  for  us  to 
look  to  other  neighborhoods  in  San  Francisco  to  see  what  kinds  of  de- 
velopment were  conducive  to  their  growth  and  prosperity,   and  what 
kinds  of  development  lead  to  high  property  taxes,  high  rents  and  feel- 
ings of  isolation  and  lack  of  community.    I  believe  that  it  can  be  shown 
that  large  scale  developments  have  not  helped  neighborhoods  in  any 
way  and  in  some  cases  they  have  been  disastrous. 

In  considering  our  own  neighborhood,  wc  should  ask.  "What  makes 
Potrero  Hill  unique?"  and  'What  should  be  preserved  if  we  are  to  keep 
that  uniqueness?"   Most  of  us  would  agree  that  Potrero  Hill's  many 
cultures,   views,  and  climate  make  it  a  most  desirable  place  to  live. 

A  few  of  us  may  realize  some  short  term  benefit  from  the  proposed 
condominium  project  on  the  block  of  20th,   Wisconsin,   Carolina  and 
I9th  Sts.    And,  yes  it  is  likely  that  property  in  the  neighborhood  will  be 
taxed  at  higher  rates.    This  woul-!  be  a  very  good  thing  for  real  estate 
speculators.    However,  most  landowners  on  the  Hill  are  also  residents, 
and  they  plan  on  living  here  indefinitely.    Many  residents  are  senior 
citizen?  liviiif;  on  a  fixed  income.    They  can  lU  afford  a  property  tax 
increase.    Their  property-is  only  as  valuable  as  it  is  comfortable  to 
live  on.    The  proposed  project  would  have  a  serious  impact  on  the  sur- 
rounding area.    The  population  density  of  the  project  would  be  at  least 
double  that  of  any  block  surrounding  it.    It  would  eliminate  one  of  Pot- 
rero Hill's  most  beautiful  views,    I  am  sure  that  all  of  us  have  flt  one 
time  or  another  stood  at  the  top  of  the  hill  and  admired  that  spectacu- 
lar view.    If  we  are  to  develop  that  property  in  the  manner  proposed 
we  would  be  eliminating  a  site  that  is  considered  a  landmark  by  many 
people. 

Nothing  can  be  built  on  that  property  without  the  full  approval  of  the 
residents  of  Potrero  Hill.    I  urge  you  to  give  this  matter  your  careful 
consideration  before  we  give  anyone  carte  blanche  to  develop  that  pro- 
perty in  any  way  they  choose.

Exuberant  Dance  Exercise 
Book  by  Local  Artist

It  is  an  uncommon  literary 
event  when  an  author  combines 
graceful  expression  with  practi- 
cal, easy  to  understand  informa- 
tion.   "Dance  of  Self,  "  (publish- 
ers Simon  and  Schuster)  by 
Blanche  Howard,  is-  such  an 
event. 

Ms.  Howard  employs  her  ex- 
tensive background  as  a  working 
artist  to  provide,  "...  a  practical 
manual  for  developing  a  strong, 
supple  body,  a  unique  guide  to 
self-discovery  and  a  joyous  in- 
troduction to  letting  go,  " 

The  book  opens  with  the  author, 
a  Potrero  Hill  ^c~r  't>  :  r*ed 

sculptor,  recalling  her  long-time 
romance  with  dance,  beginning  as 
a  student  of  Ellen  Kearns,  and 
culminating  in  the  development  of 
her  own  unique  method  of  self- 
discovery  and  awareness.  Her 
enthusiasm,  vitality  and  love  for 
dance  emanates  throughout  the 
work  as  she  guides  the  reader 
through  rhythmic  movement.

It  is  a  credit  to  Blanche  Howard's  considerable  skill  as  a  writer 
that  the  book  is  not  simply  "how-to"  instruction  in  dance.    Her  keen 
use  of  imagery  to  detail  the  exercises,  complemented  by  illustra- 
tions, serve  to  stimulate  one's  own  creativity  in  performing  the 
exercises.    The  soul  of  dance  is  rhythm  and  as  she  points  out,  "the 
heart  of  the  study  of  rhythm  is  the  realization  that,  underlying  all 
vibrations,  cycles  and  heartbeats  are  the  subjective  analogies  of 
feeling  the  emotions,  love,  harmony  and  a  sense  of  the  great  pulsing 
rhythms  of  the  universe,  which  are  the  source  of  all  the  rhythms  of 
life  and  nature.  " 

Though  the  book  consists  of  more  than  fifty  amply  illustrated  les- 
sons ranging  over  movements  as  "Sparkles  on  Water,"  "The  Jacob's 
Ladder  Stretch,"  "Soft  Sands"  and  "Spring  Awakens  the  Scarecrow," 
it  never  conveys  the  sense  of  a  regimented  program.    As  Ms. 
Howard  expresses  it,  "Rhythm  begins  in  the  mind,  then  the  body 
moves  in  rhythm.    Never  force  the  body.    Seduce  it  into  movement 
and  allow  it  to  come  along  its  own  way." 


Oidipus"  -  a 
New  Version 


The  Julian  Theatre's  new  pro- 
duction of  "Oidipus  Tyrannus" 
opens  Friday,  February  28  and 
plays  Fridays,  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  at  8:30  PM  through 
March  23. 

This  version  of  Sophocles'  dra- 
ma is  directed  by  Edward  Wein- 
gold,  with  Richard  Rekow  play- 
ing the  title  role.

I  pile  the  soups  and  meats  on 
the  wagon,  bend  over,  because 
the  wagon  is  too  low,  and  push 
the  whole  mess  of  stuff  into  the 
dining  room  where  the  hot  pan 
and  ice  pan  are.    So  much  for  my 
exercise,    I  run  while  I  do  this, 
it  gives  me  the  illusion  of  doing 
something  for  my  body.

We  have  it 
ready.    It  is  dark  brown  because 
we  load  it  with  Hershey's  Choco- 
late syrup  and  walnuts.    How  can 
anyone  eat  chocolate  pudding  at 
10  am? 

Here  come  the  sausages.  Box- 
es and  boxes  of  them.    It's  our 
speciality.    Oddly  enough  they 
are  the  most  fragile  of  our  foods. 
If  not  watched,  they'll  split, 
burn  and  discolor,  all  too  fast. 
They  must  look  like  a  picture  or 
no  one  will  buy  them.  I've 
learned  to  outfox  their  delicate 
behavior. 

"Wake  up  Marden,  "  here  is 
your  first  customer.    I  get  into 
my  alert  position.    It's  Helen 
who  goes  to  work  and  takes  her 
lunch  catered  by  MC.  LEVY's 
294  Turk,  near  Leavenworth  -- 
soup,  roast  beef  sandwich  ^nd  a 
brownie. 

I  wrap  the  order  lo  go,  put  in  a 
plastic  spoon  and  a  napkin  and  am 
ready  for  the  next  person  waiting. 

The  lunch  hour  is  in  full  swing, 
I  am  totally  oblivious  to  the  aches 
and  pains  and  feelings  in  me  and 
perform  my  spiel  about  soups 
and  sausages  with  the  fervor  of 
an  actress  until  I  collapse  at 
2:30  pm.    Some  day  I  must  do 
something  to  save  myself  from 
pushing  my  body  too  hard.  How, 
though?
